HOW APPLIED. 



Those Fees (which I found in the List of Fees 
on my coming into office, 21 years ago) and all 
others received by me, are (after providing Sta- 
tionary, Printing, and paying a confidential 
Assistant) applied to my own use. 

Under the Road Act, I am obliged to write out 
for the Treasurer a copy of all Presentments 
granted and discharged at each Assizes ; to make 
out for the Grand Jury a Qucre Book, containing 
a thousand Queries, and which fills a quire of 
paper, of which this is a half sheet ; to file, keep 
safe, and have ready, all Affidavits grounding 
Presentments, and accounting for the same ; to 
take care that there is no Presentment passed in 
Court, without an original being laid before the 
Judge ; and to see that there is no Quere ordered 
to be discharged without an Affidavit to account 
being also laid before the Judge. 

And for all these labours and duties there is 
no payment. 



Note .— In Traverses for Damages there is a 
further Fee charged by me, which, though not 
required by the Order, it is right to state. 

At the second Assizes, when the Damages are 
ascertained, 13s. 4 r/. is charged by me for drawing 
the Certificate and Presentment grounded thereon, 
which must be either on the County at large or 
the Barony, according to the original Presentment ; 
but if the Party or bis agent draws the Presentment 
himself and solicits the Grand Jury himself, no Fee 
is charged.

IIow disposed and applied, &c. 



The Party entering a Traverse pays 
this Fee. It is applied towards the 
discharge of the various expenses of the 
Officer and his Assistants, incurred in 
executing the laborious, complicated, 
responsible, and expensive duties of his 
office. 

The Fee payable to the Clerk of the. 
Crown on entering aTraverse to a ltoad 
Presentment, is an ancient Fee, esta- 
blished beyond the memory ol any 
Officer now living: and when the du- 
ties necessarily imposed on the Officer 
by such Traverse are examined, the 
amount, it is conceived, will be con- 
sidered reasonable. Its amount was 
originally fixed by reference to the then 
existing Fee payable on the trial of a 
person for a Misdemeanor, the duties, 
expenses, and attendances of the Of- 
ficer being analogous. The proceedings 
on a Traverse come forward, and a 
trial is had by jury, in the nature of a 
trial by Nisi Prius ; and it is hoped 
the Fee of£.i. 8. 2. will be consi- 
dered but a reasonable compensation 
for the Officer’s attendance upon, and 
proceeding (thro’ its various branches) 
with such trial. The like Fee of 
£.1. 8. 2. payable on traversing an 
Information for unlicensed Distilling, 
was fixed by analogy to the case of 
Traverse to a Road Presentment; the 
Legislature having not only assimi- 
lated the proceedings, but the duties, 
expenses, and attendance in this latter 
case, being also the same. It is sub- 
mitted, that on investigation it will 
be found much public inconvenience 
might arise, were a right to traverse 
without payment of a Fee to exist; 
and the Officer would, in such a case, 
be left to discharge the various duties 
on this subject (incurring, too, actual 
expense) without remuneration. 

An objection having been made, in 
one of the Towns on this Circuit, to 
the Fee charged on entering a Traverse 
to an Information for unlicensed Dis- 
tilling, the Officer of the Court, 
(anxious not to demand any Fee that 
was not founded in justice) laid a Case 
before Counsel of the first rank and 
talent in Ireland ; who gave his opi- 
nion thereon, That the Fee was a just 
one, founded in law. 

Which matters the Officer most re- 
spectfully begs leave to submit.
